CHINESE IN THE UNITED STATES 

Important Letter from Actine: Secretary 
Spauldlng as to Importations by Bail 

Washington, Dec. 10.— The following 
letter touching on the importation of Chi- 
nese from Canada has been written by Act 
ing Secretary Spauldlng :

• •Sin,— The department has received your 
letter of the 5th inst. , in which were en- 
closed letters from the general passenger 
iK'ent.s of tho Grand Trunk and Canadian 
Pacific railroads regarding the liabilities of 
the roads they represent in the manner of 
transport ing Chinese seeking admission into 
the United Slates. It appears that ithas been 
suggested to the railway ollicials referred 
to that their respective companies violate 
the law relating to the exclusion of Chinese 
when they convey to points in the United 
States persons of that race, who are not 
lawfully entitled to enter our territory, 
iu ask instructions on this subject. In 
ply, you are informed that the act, ap 
proved .Inly 5th, 1884, entitled " an act to 
amend an act entitled an act to execute cer 
tain treaty stipulations relating to Chinese 
approved May 6th, 1882;" (23rd statub 
page 115) provides as follows : "Section 
that any person who shall bring knowingly 
into, or cause to be brought into, the 
United States by land or sea, or abet the 
same, or aid or abet tho landing in the 
United States from any vessel, of any 
Chinese person not lawfully entitled to 
enter the United States, shall bo deemed 
guilty of a misdemeanor, and shall, on con- 
viction thereof, bo fined in a sum not ex- 
ceeding ! §1,000 and imprisoned for a term 
not exceeding one year." Under the pro- 
visions of this section, all persons concerned 
in the unlawful importation of Chinese, by 
railroad or by other means, are clearly 
amenable to the penalties therein prescribed, 
and it is suggested that you so advise tho 
proper ollicials of all railroads whose lines 
enter into your collection district from 
Canada. Hereafter you will report to the 
district attorney for his official action any 
instance where Chinese persons are broucht 
by rail into your district who are not fu>-n-

The ZoHvereln Discussed. 

BERLIN, Deo. 8.— The Reichstag, to-day, 
after debate, carried by a large majority a 
motion fixing to-morrow as tho time for the 
debate on the question of the ratification of 
the now commercial treaties between Ger- 
many and Austria, Germany and Italy, and 
Germany and Belgium. Caprivi expects to 
secure the ratification of the treaties before 
Christmas. Von Caprivi, referring to 
French attacks on the zollverein, said they 
were only serving to " cement the league of 
peace.'' Ho avoided questions abuut the 
pending reciprosity agreement with the 
United States, but conveyed the impression 
that he thought the favored nations clause 
under the Clay treaty were not valid now 
without a fresh agreement based on mutual 
concessions. 'German Conservative organs 
condemn the zollverein. Tho post urges 
the desirability of a cautious policy. Tho 
idea that Prince Bismarck will appear in 
tho Reichstag to oppose these measures has 
been dismissed. The Hamburger Nachrlcb- 
ten advises an exhaustive examination ot 
tho treaties in committee. Bismarck de- 
finitely states that ho will not uttend the 
debate. 

London, Dec. 0. -The Standard's Vienna 
correspondent says: Hero public regard for 
the zollverein shows less enthusiasm than 
the press. It is recognised that Italy will 
profit most by the agreement next to Ger- 
many, and then Hungary. 

Italian Kclnllons with lhe United Stales. 

Rome, Dec. 10.— A local committee la at 
work preparing for tho representation of 
Italian industries at the Chicago World's 
Fair. Notwithstanding the announcement 
of the Government that Italy would take 
no part in the fair, the committee proposes 
to call for government aid in the enterprise, 
and it is believed that the application will 
not be without euceess. The tone of Presi- 
dent Harrison's message, on tho New Or- 
leans lynching, gives general satisfaction 
here. Premier Rudini, replying in cham- 
ber, to-day, to Signor Campi, remarked that 
ho had noted the friendly expressions in the 
message, and was confident the questions at 
issue would soon be settled. If, he said, 
Ahvclca would semiofficially promise Italy 
to modify tho constitution, so as insure ••vb- 
solute protection to foreigners living in the 
United States, the Italian government 
would bo willing thereafter to consider the 
lynching case closed.

Btead of to Christ. (Mr. Crossley here sang 
•' Look and Live." On tho way to glory, 
he said, in resuming, we are privileged to 
work with God Not lo work for God, but 
with God (1st Cor. Ill, 9). Many Chris- 
tians get the idea of working for God, and 
say, " 1 can't do anything," but tho truo 
idea is, we work with God. We place our- 
selves in His hands. The question is, not 
what I can do for God," but " what can 
God do with me." 

Mr. Crossley sang again, "This year for 
Jesus shall be our watchword." 

Again, on the way to glory we have the 
hope of Heaven (Hob. G-19). After en- 
larging on this, he sang again, " I shall bo 
satisfied." Those on the way to glory have- 
a peaceful triumph and death. It is tho 
universal opinion that Christians die well, 
God gives grace to die, when tho time 
comes to die.

DEFEAT OF THE CHINESE REBELS. 

Execution of Rlolers-Attaekn on Christians, 
Indirect Onslaughts on th« Government. 

SHANGHAI, Dec. 10. — The report that the 
Mongolian rebels have suffered another de- 
feat Ts confirmed. They were followed up 
so closely by General Nich, after the buttle 
of ChaoSang, that they made another stand 
in desperation, and wero again driven, with 
great slaughter, before the Imperial troops. 
Tho particulars of the fight have not yet 
been received. Europeans here express the 
opinion that tho rebels would have .surren- 
dered or dispersed but tor their knowledge 
that no mercy would bo shown them. In- 
formation from the rebel forces is to the 
effect that, certain Mongolian tribes were 
initiated in rebellion by the inorcased exac- 
tions and greater rigor of the Chinese 
authorities, Tho Chinese have lately been 
establishing a stricter administration in the 
portions of tho eu pi re adjoining 
Russian territory, and the Mongols have 
been brought more closely within 
the Imperial jurisdiction. The motive of 
this Is to present a compact defense to pos- 
sible aggression's by Russia.

THE UNITED STATES AND CANADA. 

References in the President's Message to 
Issues Between the Two Countries. 

Washington, Doc. 10.— The following 
points in the President's message aro of 
interest : "In view of the reports which 
had been received as to the diminution of 
the seal herds in the Retiring Sea, I deemed 
it wise to propose to Her Majesty's 
Government in February last that 
an agreement for a closed season should bo 
made pending tho negotiations for arbitra- 
tion, which then seemed to be approaching 
a" favorable conclusion. After much 
correspondence and delays, for which 
this * government was not respon- 
sible, an agreement was reached, on 
the 15th of June, by which Great Britain 
undertook, from that date and until May 
1st, 1892, to prohibit the killing by her or 
the United States, during the sumo period: 
to enforce its existing prohibition against 
pelm'ie sealing, and to limit the. 
catch by the fur seal company 
uiion the Islands from 700 to 500- 
skins. If this agreement could have been 
reached earlier, in response to tho strenuous 
endeaVors of this government, it would havo 
been more effective, but, coming as late as 
it, did, it. unquestionably resulted in greatly 
diminishing tho destruction of seals by tho 
Canadian sealers. 

In my last annual message I stated t nut. 
the biu-c3 of arbitration proposed by Her 
Majesty's government for the adjustment 
of tho "long-pending controversy over tho 
seal fisheries was not acceptable. I am. 
"lad now to be ablo to an- 
nounce that terms satisfactory to- 
this government have been agreocl 
upon and that an agreement as to the nrbi- 
trators is all that is necessary 
completion of the convention. 1 
of the advanced position this bovern- 
ment hss taken on the subject of interna- 
tional arbitration this renewed expression, 
of our adherence to this settlement of dis- 
putes, such as have arisen in the llehring 
Sea, will, I doubt not, meet with the con- 
currence of congress. _

ADJOURNED ASSIZES. 



The Alleged Perjury and Forgery 
Cases Laid Over Until Next 
Term. 



The Remainder of the Business 
the Calendar to be Taken up 
this Horning. 



The business of the Assize Court was re- 
sumed, yesterday morning, before Mr. 
Justice Crease, aud, as the charges of per- 
jury and forgery preferred against E. M. 
Johnson, Jamea Gray and John Gray 
were on tho docket, a great deal of interest 
was centered in the proceedings, and the 
courtroom was crowded. The petit jury 
roll having been called over, His Lordship 
addressed a few words of wholesome advice 
to the occupants of the gallery, whose 
tobacco-chewing propensities, during the 
last sitting of the court, had altogether 
changed the usual cleanly appearance of the 
flooring. 

RED. V. JOHNSON. 

The ease of Reft v. Johnson, perjury, 
was tho first called, tho Attorney-General 
prosecuting, and Messrs. C. E. Pooley, 
Q.C., C. Wilson, and V. G. Walker, de- 
fending the accused. 

The Attorney-General said that the 
grand jury were in attendance, and as there 
were no bills to go before them, except a 
couple from the police, which lie did not 
propose to allow to go into this assizes, ho 
<lid not see uny necessity for detaining the 
gentlemen. It' eases as they cropped up 
during an assize were to be submitted to a 
jury, the business might be prolonged for 
an indefinite period. 

His Lordship adopted the suggestion, 
■8tuting that if the services of the grand jury 
were required they would be called together 
again. 

The foreman (Mr. Austin) said that the 
grand jury might have a presentment to 
hand in. 

His Lordship suggested that the present- 
ment might be handed in to the registrar. 

E, M. Johnson was then called forward 
and indioted for perjury. 

His Lordship— These indictments have 
already been reach Is it necessary to read 
them over again ? 

Mr. Pooley — There were two indictments, 
last court which were read. I understand 
there is a third which has not been read. 

Attorney-General — I don't propose to go 
into that until these two are decided. 

Mr. Pooley raised a technical objection 
to the indictments. Section 17o of the 
Criminal Proceedings Act set forth that 
"the name of every witness examined or 
intended to be so examined, shall be entered 
on the bill of indictment, and the foreman 
of the grand jury, or any member of the 
grand jury acting for him, shall write his 
initials against the name of each witness 
sworn by him and examined touching such 
bill of indictment." This had not been 
done, and he asked that the indictment 
be quashed. They did not know that these 
witnesses had been examined — in fact there 
was one name given of a man who could not 
have been examined, he being in England 
lit the time. 

The Attorncy-l leneral said, that this ob- 
jection had been railed in New West- 
minster, and the presiding judge did not 
think it ground sufficient to quash the in- 
dictment. The stutute was one merely 
directing the foreman to put his initials 
opposite tho names of the witnesses. If 
this had been omitted, and there wus any 
objection raised, the simplest May would he 
to refer the matter back to the grand jury 
for the foreman's initials. 

This course was adopted, and, as soon as 
the documents had been initialled by the 
foreman, the indictments were returned to 
court. 

Mr. Pooley then objected that the testi- 
mony of Mr. Jeffrey had been initialled, 
although that gentleman was in England, 
and could not have been examined before 
the grand jury. 

The foreman of the grand jury explained, 
and the Attorney-General called for a plea 
to be entered. 

Mr. Johnson — Not guilty, my lord. 

The Attorney-General— In this cise I beg 
to move, pursuant, to section 23 of the 
Criminal Law Amendment Act, 1890, for a 
commission to issue to James Crosby Mar- 
tin, Christ Church, New Zealand, Grown 
•Solicitor, to take the evidence of Harry 
Feast, of the city of Christ Church, Colony 
of New Zealand, commission agent, former- 
ly chief detective of police ; Andrew Regi- 
nald liloxam, Registrar of the Superior 
Court, New Zealand, Christ Church ; 
Peter Pender, Christ Church, chief 
of police; T. Braham, Christ Church, 
formerly inspector of police. In support of 
this motion, 

Mr. Davie read the affidavit of Arthur 
Gordon .Smith, deputy attorney-general, 
stating that in his belief the parties named 
were necessary witnesses in the case. 

His Lordship assumed that witnesses for 
the defence might also be examined before 
the commission. 

The Attorney-General— I apprehend that 
is so. 

Mr. Wilson raised the objection that His 
Lordship had no authority to order such a 
commission, as judge of that court. He 
further objected that it was for His Lord- 
ship to be satisfied as to the nature: of the 
evidence these witnesses could give, not 
Mr. Smith. 

The Attorney -General argued contra. 

His Lordship held that ho had power to 
make the order called for, and did so. 

Mr, \\ ilson asked that his objection be 
noted and made part of tho record, and 
that the point be reserved. 

This His Lordship declined to do. 

The Attorney-General then asked that 
the case be postponed until next assizes, so 
as to allow the report of the commission 
being handed in. 

His Lordship made an order accordingly, 
and extended the bail already entered 
into. 

E. M. Johnson, .lames Gray and John 
Gray, were then put forward, charged with 
conspiracy. They pleaded not guilty. 

The Attorney-General asked that these 
cases also be post ponod until next Assizes, 
and that a commission issuo to Henry 
Bruce, Oxford, England, to take tho evi- 
dence of Arthur Charles Jeffreys, 

Mr. Wilson and Mr. Walker objected to 
the commission, raising the point of juris- 
diction. They also objected on the grounds 
of procedure, anil argued that thero was 
nothing to prevent the party being brought 
from England to give evidonce. 

The Attorncy-l lencral said that tho only 
effect of complying with the request of 
council for the defence would be to deluy 



the proceedinga. It was not in tho inter- 
ests of justice to preclude important evi- 
donce. 

Mr. Walker read the evidence of Jeffreys 
us given beforo the jury. The parties con- 
cerned were charged with conspiracy, tho 
date being tixed as tho 14th May, 1800, 
whereas Jeffreys left Victoria in September, 
ISS9. 

The Attorney-General read over a portion 
of the evidence of Jeffreys, showing that it 
had a decided bearing on the case. He 
asked that this case also be postponed until 
next Assizes. 

Mr. 'Walker said that James Cray had 
been in jail for four months, and was 
anxious that the case should be proceeded 
with. 

Tho Attorney-General said that his object 
in asking the postponement was that there 
might be an oppor tunity of getting in tho 
report of the commissions. It was not 
desirable that the present jury should try 
the cases, inasmuch us even during the 
assizes false impressions had been indus- 
triously circulated among the jurors, cal- 
culated to influence them. Paragraphs had 
appeared in both the papers stating that 
judgment had been given by Mr. Justice 
Drake in this case in favor of Mr. John- 
son, whereas rro such judgment had been 
given. These paragraphs must have been 
inspired by somebody, and wherever they 
came from they were prejudicial to the ends 
of justice. 

Mr. Pooley indignantly denied that these 
paragraphs emanated from him or from uny 
person in his office. He said tho Attorney- 
General paid a very poor compliment to tho 
jurors of this city when he insinuated that 
they could not go into the box arrd dis- 
charge their duties honestly and fearlessly. 

The Attorney -General assured Mr. Pooley 
that he never dreamt of easting any slur 
upon him — they all knew Mr. Pooley too 
well to suspect him of anything crooked: he 
was above suspicion. As to the jurors, he did 
not wish to cast any reflections upon them 
either; but men who knew a case were more 
liable to be biased than those who knew 
nothing of it before going into the box. 

Tho postponements were granted, and the 
court adjourned until eleven o'clock this 
morning, when the Keeno case will be taken

The pleasant, spicy odor of pine, min- 
gled with the perfume of hot house flowers, 
were wafted from the open doors of the 
Reformed Episcopal school, yesterday, to 
all who passed that way.

try, and consequently gain more votes. 
Votes are what tiio Administration wants 
just now, and if it can get a few by bullying 
tlio Chilians, the Chilians will ho bullied. 

It is a pity that the President's message 
is not, lilic the Queen's speech, made the 
subject of discussion by the representatives 
of the people. The address which the 
Democratic House would pass in reply, 
would bo a very different thing from an 
echo of the message It would bo a tren- 
chant criticism of the statements it contains, 
and almost every position taken by the 
President would bo vigorously assailed. 
Rritish parliamentary procedure /jives .he 
opponents of the Government moro scope 
and better opportunities of criticism than 
does the American. 



THE PRESIDENT'S MESSAGE. 

Judging from tho telegraphic abstract 
that has reached us we conclude that the 
President's message contained nothing that 
is either new or striking. Wo doubt if a 
greut deal moro is to bo learned from tho 
full text of the message than can bo gath- 
ered from the telegraphic synopsis. It is 
really astonishing to seo into how small a 
compass the matter of a very long speech 
can bo condensed. 

Wc, no doubt, have in the telegram the 
leading topics discussed in the message. 
They are all familiar to tho readers of the 
newspapers. We know all about tho kind 
of reciprocity that the American govern- 
ment favors. It is a reciprocity from which 
competition is rigidly excluded. Competi- 
tion, instead of being tho life of American 
trade, is tho bugbear used by the politicians 
to scare the American trader. The Ameri- 
can is taught from his infancy to dreud and 
detest foreign competition. Although he 
does this ho pines for foreign tracTe, and is 
envious and angry when nations which pur- 
sue a more liberal policy than that of the 
United States shoulder them out of the 
open markets ol the world. In order to 
get e'e ir of foreign competition and obtain 
an advantage over other nations, Mr. 
Blaine has devised what ho calls the policy 
of reciprocity. In pursuance of this policy 
the United Statos enters into arrangements 
with countries that have commodities to 
sell which c.innot be easily produced in the 
United States, to allow such commodities 
to enter its ports duty free, provided those 
countries discriminate in favor of the 
United States with respect to brcadstutl's 
and certain of its manufactures. The ob- 
ject of Mr. Blaine's South American Con- 
ference was to establish this sort of recip- 
rocity with the whole of South America. 
But it was only partially successful. The 
President wislus it to bo believed that the 
United States can build up a foreign trade 
by artificial means like this. Ami the 
-whole Republican Party arc expected to be- 
lieve that; tho trade which tho United 
States, by its extreme illiberally and 
short-sighted selfishness, has lost, w ill ho re- 
gained by this kind of reciprocity. 

It will bo observed tint, while the Har- 
riton Administration is most anxious to 
foster reciprocity in trade with the distant 
-republics of South America, it does ,.11 it 
can to discourage intimate trade relations 
with Canada. The President expatiates at 
considerable length on the alleged success 
of the MoKinley tariff, which was specially 
intended to be unfriendly to tho Dominion 
of Canada, tho Republic's nearest neighbor, 
while he congratulates Congress on the 
progress that has been made in the recipro- 
cal arrangements with Brazil, tho Spanish 
■ IVest India Islands and San Domingo. The 
. day may come when American statesmen 
will see that, for tho purposes of trade 
and commerce, intimate trade relations 
with Canadians are infinitely moro profit- 
able than any arrangements that can be 
made with distant tropical countries. 

It is to be hoped that the British diplo- 
matists have not allowed themselves to be 
outwitted by the American otlicials in set- 
tling the terms upon which the Behring Sea 
dispute is to bo arbitrated. We strong- 
ly suspect that the United States Govern- 
ment will find pretexts for delaying the 
settlement of this long-disputed question 
until after the next presidential olection. 
An unsettled dispute with John Bull 
is a very convenient thing to 
have during a presidential campaign. It 
will give the fire-eating politicians oppor- 
tunities of twisting the tail of the old 
British lion in a way that will gain votes 
from the Anti-British section of tho popula- 
tion. Furious attacks on Great Britain are 
still popular In some parts of the United 
States. They moan nothing, of course, 
and no notice is taken of them by the 
' British, but they seem to tickle tho cars of 
the groundlings, and they arc consequently 
continued. If the Behring Sea dispute 
appears this time next year to be any nearer 
a settlement than it U now, we shall bo 
very agreeably disappointed. 

It seems to be the President's policy to 
make all ho can out of the Chilian difficulty. 
He is bound to stand by his appointee, 
Patrick Egan, although that official's con- 
duct, if ho is not greatly misrepresented, 
demands investigation. The difficulty will 
not end in anything serious, hut it may 
nerVe tho turn of tlio electioneering politici- 
ans for tho U.S. Government to assume 
a threatening attitude. Tho Chilian Gov- 
ernment will not be so foolish as to 
allow the attack on the sailors of tho 
Baltimore to grow into a serious national 
misunderstanding. It cannot afford to act I 
in tho way that tho United States Govern- | 
ment did in the case of tho New Orleans l 
outrage. It will have to do what is right. 
Those who committed tho outrage will, no 
doubt, bo punished, and indemnity will be 
paid to the persons who have suffered loss 
through tho lawless violence of the Valpa- 
raisan mob. Hut, if the Government acts in 
such a way as to make it appear that tho 
Chilian Government were compelled by its 
firm and energetic action to make repara- 



MR. HA Y WARD'S POSITION. 

Tho action taken by the City Council on 
the disputo between tho Chairman of tho 
Board of Trustees and the minority of 
that Board leaves tho Chairman freo from 
all blame. The finding of tho Council is 
that tho Chairman exceeded his duty, but 
that ho acted with the best intentions. The 
resolutions do not state in what 
particular Mr. Hayward had exceeded 
his duty, and wo havo tho opinion 
of one of tho nblcst jurists in tho province, 
the Hon. A. N. Richards, Q. C. that, with 
respect to the chief charge brought against 
tho Chairman by tho minority, ho did sim- 
ply what it was his duty to do. When such 
a man as Mr. Richards says that what the 
minority regard as an offence is no offence 
at all, hut the Chairman's plain duty, the 
public will conclude that Mr. Hayward, so 
far from being cpen to censure, deserves 
commendation. 

Wc are quite suro that the majority of 
the Council sympathise v< ith tho Chairman 
of the Board of Trustees for, according to 
their own finding, he is exactly in tho same po- 
sition as they themselves arc before the Royal 
Commission. The-y admit having in some par- 
ticulars exceeded their duty, but they plead 
that they committed the cccess for the pub- 
lic good anel with the best intentions. 
When a public servant, in his zeal to do 
what is best for those whom he serves, does 
what is irregular, but what turns 
out to be beneficial, it is unreasonable, 
as well as unjust, to treat him as if ho were 
unfaithful. Mr. Hnyward did not do wrong, 
ho committed no irregularity. He did what 
the Hon. Mr. Richards pronounced to he 
lawful ami l ight ; it is therefore altogether 
unreasonable to suppose that he will resign, 
or that the Council, even admitting that 
their own resolution states the Chairman's 
case correctly, expect him to resign. We 
believe that he is not eallo ! upon to resign 
a position, the duties of which he has per- 
formed ably and conscientiously, and we 
hope that he does not think of doing any- 
thing of the kind.

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MOKE CHRISTIANS MASSACRED. 
Tho Situation Controlled by the Educated 

ClllSSCS. 

London-, Dec-. 0. — A despatch to the 
Times from Tientsin aaya : Some Christiana 
havo been massacred near Pakouseibe by 
bandits and an undisciplined mob. A com- 
mander who connived at the massacre has 
committed auioide. A magistrate implicated in 
tho affair hue been arrested and committed 
for trial. 

The Chronicle, this morning, publh'nes a 
letter from its Shanghai correspondent, in 
which lie repeats tho previous assertion that 
the basis of the present crisis in the Chinese 
empire is political, not religious. He 
says a revolutionary spirit fills the 
land It is a species of nihi- 
lism, which has seized tho urmy 
and members of tho official classes, even to 
the older families of China and servants in 
the houses of Europeans. The pro-consuls 
or governors-general hold the situation. No 
revolution can be possible, certainly not 
successful, without them, as their present 
interest is against rebellion, because they 
live by corruption, but if they could be con- 
vinced a revolution would operate in their 
favor the cooperation of all of them might 
be relied upon. A dispatch was received 
to-day at the Chinese legation, stating that 
the rebels in northern China had another 
engagement with the imperial troops 
and tho insurgents sustained a most 
crushing defeat. Tho government forces 
are following up their victories, and the 
complete annihilation of tho rebels is ex- 
pected in a few dnys. Advices are received 
here from Rangoon, a town of India ami 
the capital of British Burmuh, stating that 
serious trouble is apprehended, as tho Chi- 
nese across the river are strengthening their 
posts. The authorities havo disputched re- 
inforcements. 

New York, Dee. 9. — Tho North China 
Herald, of October 10, just received here, 
reports that the Manchur rioters at Chin- 
kiang, seventeen in all, have been taken in 
a gunboat to Nanking, where they will be 
tried. Five of them had banded together 
and committed numerous crimes. The 
Viceroy and the Tartar General sent mem- 
orials for permission to have the culprits 
beheaded.

A BY-LAW 

To Aid the British Columbia Agricultural 
Association. 

Whereas tho British Columbia Agricultural 
Association' is a society duly incorporated 
under tho laws of tho sulci Province for tho 
protection nnd advancement of agricultural 
interests and for tho promotion nnd welfare of 
mechanical nml Industrial operations, which 
holds Us exhibitions in tho Provincial Electoral 
District without tho municipal limits of Biiid 
Corporation, but adjoining suoli Municipality; 

And whereas tho Corporation of tho City of 
Victoria has determined to aid nnd assist tho 
said Association In its building operations by 
giving to tho said Association tho bum of 
twenty-five thousand dollars ($25.0001 for tho 
purpose of paying for exhibition buildings; 

And whereas for tho i urposos aforesaid it Is 
Intended to raiso by way of loan upon tho cre- 
dit of tho sulci City iho sum of twenty-five 
thousand dollars ($'.'a,«X)) ; 

And whereas It will require the sum of $1,030 
to bo raised annually by special rate for paying 
the debt hereby created, and the interest 
thereon ; 

And whereas tho whole amount of tho rate- 
able land or real propert y of the said Corpora- 
tion, appearing by the last revised assessment 
roll, being for tho year 1800, is 99,353,101, irre- 
Bpoctive of any future increase of tho rateable 
land or real property of tho Municipality, and 
of any Income in nature of tolls, interest, or 
dividends from the work, or from nny stock, 
shires, or interest in the work upon which the 
money so to bo raised, or any part thereof, is 
intended to be Invested, anil also irrespective 
of any income from tho temporary investment 
of the sinking fund, or any part thereof ; 

And whereas for paying tho interest and 
creating an equal yearly sinking fund for pay- 
ing tho principal of the said debt intended to 
bo hereby created according to tho Municipal 
Act. 1891, an ecpuil special rate of '_'l-lCOOof ono 
per cont. on the dollar will ho required ; 

Beit Therefore Enacted by tho Mayor 
and Aldermon of the Corporation of tho City of 
Victoria as follows: 

1. It shall bo lawful for tho Mayor of the said 
City of Victoria to raise by way of loan from 
any porson or persons or body or bodies corpor- 
ate who may bo willing to advance tho same 
upon tho credit of the debentures hereinafter 
mentioned a sum of money not exceeding In tho 
wholo the sum of twenty-five thousand dollars 
(or tho storling equivalent of that sum), and to 
cause the same to be paid In to tho Treasurer 
of the said Corporation, and the said sum of 
twenty-live thousand dollars Bhull be paid out 
by tho said Treasurer to such person or persons 
in such sum or sums ns shall appear by the cer- 
tificate of the Hoard of Trustees hereinafter 
mentioned. 

2. There shall bo appointed a Board of 
Trustees of tho said Association, and tho same 
shall consist of flvo members, three to ho 
appointed by thesiid Association and two by 
the said Corporation. 

3. Before nny monies realized under this by- 
law aro paid, the whole property of tho said 
Association shall bo vested in tho said Trus- 
tees and their successors. 

4. If tho said Trustees so to bo appointed as 
aforesaid, or olther of them shall dlo, go to ro- 
sido abroad, refuse or become Incapable to act 
in the trusts hereinafter sot forth, tho placo of 
tho Trustees so dying, going to reside abroad, 
refusing or becoming incapable to act in tho 
said trusts, shall be tilled by tho appointment 
of a now Trusteo or Trustees by tho said Asso- 
ciation, in case of tho threo Trustees appointed 
by th-m nnd by tho said Corporation in tho 
case of the two Trustees appointed by them. 

;">. Tho duties or tho Enid Trustees shall ho to 
see that tho said sum of twenty-five thousand 
dollars is wholly and properly expended by the 
said Association in paying for bona fide per- 
manent Improvements upon the property of tho 
said Association and in no other manner what- 
ever. 

C. The said 'Association shall keep Iho build- 
ings erected In good and substantial repair, 
reasonable wear nnd tenr excepted, and in tho 
event of tho said Association ceasing to carry 
on its operations n» an Agricultural Associa- 
tion upon tho premises upon which tho sum of 
twenty-live thousand dollars shall havo been 
expended, then the said sum of Twenty-five 
thousand Dollars shall be the lirst charge there- 
on. 

7. The acceptance by tho said Association of 
the benefit of this grant shall bo conclusive evi- 
denco of the assent of tho said Association to 
tile foregoing clauses of this by-law. 

8. It shall be lawful for tho said Mayor to 
cause any of the said debentures to be issued 
for such sums of money as may bo required, 
not loss than live hundred dollars (or the ster- 
ling equivalent of that sum) each, nnd each 
nnd all such debentures shall bo sealed with 
tho common seal of tho said Corporation 
Blgaed by tho Mayor and countersigned 
by tho Cleric of tho Municipal Council of the 
Corporation of tho City of Victoria. 

9. Tho said debentures shall be payable in 
twenty years from the date hereinafter nion- 
tlonod for this by-law to take effect at tho 
oflloo of tho said Treasurer of tho said Corpora- 
tion, at the City Hall. Victoria, and shall have 
attached to them Coupons for Iho payment of 
intorost. 

10. The snid debentures shall bonr interest at 
and after tho rate of Flvo per centum per an 
num from tho date thereof, which interest 
shall bo payable half-yearly at tho oillco of tho 
Bald Treasurer. 

11. For the purpose of forming a sinking fund 
for tho payment of tho said debentures, and 
tho interest to become duo thereon, an equal 
Special rnto of 21-1,00:) of ono per centum on 
the dollar shall in addition to all other rates bo 
raised, levied and collected in eacli year upon 
nil rateable property within the said City of 
Victoria during 'ho continuance of the said de- 
bentures, or any of them. 

12. That it shall bo lawful for the said Muni- 
cipal Council from time to time to purchase 
nny of tho said debentures, and suoli dehen 
tures shall ho so expressed asto entitle tho said 
Council to redeem nnd purchase tho same on 
paying the amount thereof and the Interest 
duo thereon at tho date of such purchase to 
tho holder or holders thorcof. 

13. This by-law shall) before tho final passing 
thereof, receive tho assent of the ratepayers of 
tho said Corporation in the manner provide! 
by tho Municipal Act, 1891, nnd shall take offoo 
on tho 23rd day of December, 1891, 

11. Tho said Mayor shall not Issuo any of til 
said debentures until the Corporation of tho 
City of Victoria shall request him bo to do. 

This by-law may bo cited as the "Agrlcul 
turnl Association Loan By-law."

A BY-LAW. 

To establish Publio Markets and Weigh- 
houses In tho City of Victoria, and to 
regulate the same. 

Bo it enacted by tho Mayor and Aldermen of 
tho Corporal Ion of tho City of Victoria, as 
follows: 

DESIGNATION OK MARKETS. 

Tho following places shall bo respec'lvcly 
dosignatcd mid declared to bo public markets 
of tho City of Victoria, to wit : 

That piece or parcel of land comprised in lots 
550,587,688 and west half 589, block N, situate 
on Cormorant street, which said piece or par- 
cel of land is sot apart for the sale of butchers' 
moats, llsh, vegetables, butter, eggs, cheese, 
nnd other farm produce, together with dry 
goods, fancy goods, otc. 

And lots 694, 503, 5'JG, 587 and 508, situate on 
Flsguard street, which portion of land Is set 
apart for weigh scales and for sale of cattle, 
farm produce, firewood, etc, 

DUTIES OK MARKET SUPERINTENDENT. 

1. The Market Suporin'endent shall, under 
tho control and direction of tho Market Com- 
mittee, hnve tho care and superintendence of 
tho said markets, market places and weigh- 
houso nnd it shall be Ills duty to oxecuto nnd 
carry into ell'oct all regulations, orders and 
by-laws for tho government of said markets, 
and to prosecute any broach thereof, and to 
keep >i record of tho same. The said Superin- 
tendent and also his deputies or assistants, If 
any, shall bo sworn In as special constables, 
and shall wear a badge, indicative of his or 
their authority us such, and shall at I end the 
markets constantly during market hours. 

2. It shall ho the duly of tho said Market 
Superintendent to inspect all art ieles brought 
to the market, to decide all differences and 
disputes as to the qualities thereof bol ween 
buyers and sellers, to classify the vo ions de- 
nominations of vendors in said in irkets and to 
arrange all those contiguously who deal in the 
same or si 1 liar articles; 10 arrange all vohiclos 
brought to the said in irkets and to enfjree 
with impartiality all regulations for the gov- 
ernment of the same. 

3. The markets sh ill ho kept open daily, ex- 
cept Sundays and public holidays, from li 11,111. 
to 9 p.m. from the first of May until the first 
day of November, and from li a.m. 
to S p.m. from the lirst of November 
until tho first of May in each and every 
year. Tho shops, hereinafter provided for in 
Clauso 43 of this By-law, shall bo allowed to 
keep open until 9 p.m., provided always, that 
on Saturday, in each and every week, unless 
tho Saturday falls upon a public holiday, in 
which case, on tho day preceding any such pub- 
lic holiday, the said markets and shops shall be 
kept open until 10 p.m.. from lirst December 
till first May, and U p.m., from tho lirst May 
ti.l lirst December. 

4. Thfl Market Superintendent shall be, ex 
olllcio, Weighmastcrfor tho City of Victoria, 
and he shall, in addition to his duties 113 said 
Superintendent, keep opon tho weigh houso or 
weighing machine, or weigh houses or weigh- 
ing machines, that ore now, or may hereafter, 
be established, and lo attend thereat during 
market hours for tho purpose of weighing arti- 
cles required to ha weighed, and tho scales, 
weights and measures, and everything con- 
nected wi h them, shall be maintained in a 
clean and orderly manner, and tho Market. Sup- 
erintendent, with assistants, shall weigh or 
measure the different articles that aro sold, or 
are to bo sold and disposed of on the said mark- 
ets whonovor required by tho parties interested 
therein, or any one of them, for which weigh- 
ing or measuring he shall bo entitled to ask, 
demand and receive the charges set forth from 
timo to time by resolution of the City Council. 
And said Superintendent cr his assistant, if 
any. shall keep a regular account in 'detail of 
all goods or articles weighed or measured by 
him or his assistant, if any. with 
the namo of the party for whom such 
was weighed or measured, nnd tho amount of 
foe receivo-l therefor, and shall pay over to tho 
City Treasurer, weekly.asa part of the revenue 
of the City, the whole of said foes, or other fees 
which may be derived from tho market, and 
once in each month shall report tho amount so 
paid to the Committee. 

5. It, shall bo tho duty of said weigh-master 
when any article or articles are brought to bo 
weighed or measured, loaded on a wagon or 
other vehicle : 

(a). To furnish tho owner or person in charge 
of the load with a weigh-noto dated nnd signed 
by him, the said weigh-mastor, sotting forth 
the gross weight of such load, with tho wagon 
or other vehicle, and t he taro of the wagon or 
other vehicle, tho not weight of tho load and 
tho namo of tho seller, except for hay or straw, 
in which case tho gro33 weight only shall be 
given, unless as provided in the next sub- 
section. 

(/)). Whonovor required to do so, either by 
the purchaser or seller, on the same day that 
be has weighed any load, and after the load 
has been unloaded to weigh tho wagon or other 
vehicle upon which the same was loaded, and 
to endorse upon the weigh-noto the exact 
weight of such wagon or other vehicle. 

0. It shall nbt bo lawful for tho superinten- 
dent or any of bis deputios or assistants to 
rudo either directly or indirectly In, or have 
any direet or indirect interest in the sale or 
profits of any things or animals which shall be 
brought or exposed for sale on any of tho Bald 
markets or marketplaces, or to purchase any 
such on behalf of any other parson or persons ; 
but tho said superintendent or Irs assist ants 
shall not. hereby be prohibited from purchasing 
in the said market what may be necessary for 
tho private use of themselves and families. 

7. The Market Superintendent shall bo the 
custodian of the keys of the .Market building, 
a d shall cause tho Bame to bo opened nnd 
closed daily at tho hours and times set forth in 
clause three of this by-law. 

8. The Market Superintendent, shall havofull 
power to collect all tolls, rents and fees, ex- 
cepting tho rents of stalls in tho .Marked build- 
ing, and to take proceedings to dispossess or 
remove any persons refusing to pay I be same, 
and to summon tho offondor or offenders be- 
fore tho proper authorities to answer for such 
refusal. 

BUTCHERS, HUCKSTERS, ETO, 
0. No butcher or other person shall slaughter, 
blood or gut any animal or fish, or pluck or re- 
move tho feathers from any fowl, poultry or 
wild game of any description, or pluck or re- 
move the hair or wool from any sheep or other 
skin, or expose any meat in a bleeding state, 
or the unclcaned entrails of any animnl in or 
upon tho said public markets or any other 
plico within tho city where moats are exposed 
for sale, or lay or throw, or deposit any dirt, 
dung, garbage or oll.il tr erein. 

10. No butcher,' huckster, grocer, trader or 
other porson shall soil, expose or oti'er for salo 
in any publio market or at any place within 
the limits of Ibo City of Victoria, any measley 
pork, or unsound, diseased, stale, rotten, 
fermented, nauseous or unwholesome meat, 
poultry, fish, vegetables, fruits, or othor nrli 
clesof food or provisions, or tho 11 ish of any 
animal dying otherwise I ban by slaughter, or 
nnv bull hoof or boar pork unless sold as Bueh. 
or poultry, from which tho entrails and crop 
have not been removed, or any unwholesome 



breud, cake or pastry, manufactured in wholo 
or in pvrt from unwholesome Hour or meal. 

11. Every porcon selling moat or articles of 
provisions by retail, whothor by -weight or 
measure, in tl is city, ahull provide himsolf. 
herself, or themselves, with scales, weights 
and measures regularly stamped, marked and 
adjusted by tho Inspector of Weights and 
Measures. 

12. No bu'eheror other porson shall lcavo or 
dopo it within the market building or on tho 
pathway or square surrounding the same any 
green bides or skins, or hides or skins in a 
bleeding slate, nor leave or expose for tale any 
such hides or skins in any vehicle after tho 
hour of S a. in, during the months of April- 
May, Juno, July, August, September or Octo- 
ber in each year. 

13. Tho occupants of all shops in this city for 
tho salo by retail of butcher's meat, fresh, salt, 

raokod; llsh, fresh, salt, or smoked; vege- 
tables and fruit, shall bo under the supervision 
of the Market Superintendent, and subject to 
tho provisions of this by-law, In so far as the 
same are generally applicable. 

II. No butcher or other person shall place, 
leave or oxposo any moat, llsh, or vegetables 
upon or over any of tho 1 ublio sidewalks or 
streets in tho city for a longer timo than may- 
be reasonably necessary to transfer tho same to 
and from tho shop of such person, 

16. No person shall slaughtor, sell, offer, ex- 
pos "3 for sale or barter or trado in meat of any 
calf loss than four weeks old. Nor shall any 
person burn, sear, or cut tho inner parts of or 
confine the mouth of any calf by rope, twine or 
any kind of muzzle ; and no person shall in any 
manner tie or confine by rope, twine or other- 
wise, tho feet of anj calf, sheep, Iamb, swino or 
poultry, which may bo brought to or exposed 
In this city for sale. 

16. Any porson or persons permitted to occu- 
py any of the s ails for tho sale of meal, li.sh, 
or vegetables in the markets established, or 
which may hereafter be established, in this 
oil)', shall keep his or thoir stalls in a clean or 
proper stat 0, and shall not suffer any offal or of- 
fensive thing to remain 111 orne r the premises 
after 8 n, m., and shall pay to tho City of Vic- 
toria su i ll license) fee as the Council may by 
by-law determine. 

17. No person having a shop, stall or standing 
in any of tho markets of thu city shall in any 
manner under lot the said shop, stall or stand 
ing without having first obtained leave in writ- 
ing from the committee. 

IS. No porson shall place, causa or permit to 
bo placed, ill any of the passages or opon spaces 
in the public market, any bench, tab e, chair, 
or any other article or substance whatever, 
which maybe calculated to obstruct tho froo 
uso of tho whole of such passage or open space. 

19. The butchers, and hucksters' stalls in the 
market, and any other market, that may bo 
hereafter established, shall be lot annually in 
tho month of March, under regulations of tho 
committee, at such rentals as may be fixed 
upon from time to time by the City Council, nil 
such stalls to be leased for the term of ono year 
from tho lirst day of April. Any stall or stand- 
ing: which Bhall not be so rented in tho month 
of March aforesaid may at any time bo rented 
by tho committee to any responsible person, 
or, if the committee should sou lit, they may let 
tho stalls by public auction. 

20. All rents of stalls or stands in the public 
markets of tho city shall bo paid monthly in 
advance; and each lessee shall, wi h one or 
more sureties, to bo approved by tho commit- 
tee, enter into a lease with the city of Victoria, 
condit ioned to pay the rent in I he manner hero- 
in providod, an I for tho faithful observance 
and subject to tho penalties of tho provisions of 
this by-law. 

21. The Market Superintendent shall deliver 
to the Tax Collector a monthly roll of the 
amounts duo for rents to tho city from persons 
occupying shops, stalls and stands in tho pub- 
lic market. It shall be the duty of tho said 
Collector to collect the some promptly. 

22. If the lessee of any stall or stand shall 
neglect for live days after notice that tho sumo 
has become duo, to pay the rent thereof.it 
shall be the duty of the Market Superintendent 
to enter and take possession of such stall or 
Stand on behalf of the city : and all lease 1 sh ill 
contain a provision and covenant on thu part 
of the lessees so entitling the Market Superin- 
tendent. 

23. If any lessee of any stall or stand who-o 
lease shall havo been forfeited, either by 
ellluxion of time or otherwise, shall hold, uso 
or occupy any stall or stand in tho public mar- 
ket, ho shall forfeit and pay to tho city ton 
bars for each day bo shall so hold, use or occupy 
tho same, and tho lease shall contiln a pro- 
vision to that effect. 

24. Tho Market Superintendent, Health 
Officer, Health Inspector or any Police Officer 
may inspect all meats or other articles of pro- 
vision that may bo offered or exposed for solo 
in tho public markets or any other placo within 
the limits of the City of Victoria, and, in his or 
their own discretion, shall have tho power lo 
seize or destroy, or cause to be destroyed, such 
as may be blown, tainted, or other, vise unlit to 
bo used as food. 

2.">. No farmer or other person shall sell of 
dispose of, or oiler for sale, any article of pro- 
vision, or of farm or of garden produce, upon 
any of the public streets, or in any other place 
within the said city, unless ho or sho has first 
been to tho public market with such article or 
load of such fa-m or garden produce, and paid 
the proper fee thereon. Provided, that nothing 
In this clause shall prevent farmers or garden- 
ers from delivering to their eus omors within 
the city farm or garden produce, upon their 
Inking out licenses under the Revenue By-law, 
and paying the proper license fee; and such 
farmers or gardeners, who have such licenses, 
shall not bo subject to tho provisions of this 
clause. Provided further, that this clauso 
shall not bo deemed to apply to any person 
having n shop or other permanent place of 
business in this idly for the sale, by retail, of 
tho aforesaid articles. 

'.'(!. No person shall bo guilty of tho offenco of 
forestalling, regrating, or monopolizing within 
this market fresh llsh, fruits, roots, vegetables, 
poultry or dairy products, cgtcs. or any article 
r« quired for family use. or such as aro usually 
sold in the markets, brought into tho city for 
sale, and no person shall buy any of tho said 
articles, excel)! for his own family use, before 
t he hour of 11 o'clock a.m., and no person 
knowingly shall sell any of tho said articles to 
any butcher, grocer, huckster, 01 runner in nny 
of tho said markets, before tho hour afore- 
said, respectively, and notwithstanding that 
such articles aro, in any of tho said Instances, 
sold or bought for export from the city; and no 
butcher, grocer, huckster, or runner shall, he- 
fore the hour of 11 a.m., in any of tho said mar- 
kets, go lo any wagon, sleigh, or other vehicle 
in which articles are exposed for salo, 
to bargain, or offer for tho purchase 
of, or make a standing offer, of a price 
for any article to bo paid to tho vendor 
In case Ibo vendor fails to sell such arti- 
cle to another purchaser at a higher pi-ic ■, 
or shall keep back or hinder other persons from 
purchasing; and any butcher, grocer, huckster, 
or runner so doing or refusing to desist from 
ho doing, and go away upon being requested 
to desist, or in otherwise acting contrary to this 
section, shall bo doomed to bo guilty of a 
breach of this by-law. 

Provided that from the 1st May to tho 30th 
September in each year, farmers, Immediately 



upon their arrival upon tho public market, and 
after having paid tho 'market fees, may sell at 
any hour to any person upon tho public market

30. Any person committing or attempting to 
commit any fraud In the selling or weighing 
of hay, straw, coal, or anyotherartioleorthlng, 
or introducing heavy articles into tho wagon or 
other vehicle, or by wotting or concealing wet 
or uaaiorohantnblo nrtloles in tho load, or by 
using any fraudulent device or contrivance, or 
by any moans whatever, shall bo liable to tho 
penalties provided for an infraction of this 
bylaw. 

31. All hay, straw, and firewood, brought into 
tho city in a wagon, cart, or other vehiclo 
drawn by horses or any oilier animals, to be 
sold or oll'ored for sale, shall bo exposed for 
salo in I ho hay, straw, or wood market ns es 
tablished by this by-law, or which may here- 
after be established In this city, and at no 
other placo within tho said city; and all such 
wagons, carts, or other veh'clos, shall be placed 
in such hay, straw or wool markets in such 
ordor and position as Iho market superin- 
tendent sh ill determine; and no person shall 
depart from the line or order in which he has 
been placed before ho hasdisposod of his load, 
unless to leave the market., nor sh ill he loiter 
about, the st reels of the city with bis load 
Thcro shall bo pa : d to tin Superintendent of 
Bald markot, or his assistant, if any. by the 
owner, or driver of every wagon, cart, or other 
vehicle drawn by horses or othor animals 
bringing into t his city for side hay, straw, or 
wood, such weighing or measuring fee or fees 
as may ho set forth from time to time by 
resolution of tho City Counsel. 

32. It shall be competent for any purchaser 
who shall suspect any fraudulent dealing, or 
deem himself or herself wronged in tho woight 
or measure of any article or articles bought by 
him or her 011 tho public markets, or in any 
part of the city of Victoria, to demand and 
havo such article or articles ro-weighod or re- 
measured at or upon any of the public scales 
or markets, ami the purchaser shall pay the 
charge of such r -weighing or re-measuring, 
should tho pretended weight or measure bo 
found to bo correct, but, if otherwise, tho ven- 
dor shall pay .such charges, besides tho penalty 
hereby imposed, for broach of any provision of 
this by-law. 



33. The vendor of hay, straw or wood, im- 
mediately on his arrival on any of tho public 
markets, and before he has offered the same for 
sale, shall cause his load or loads to be weighed 
or measured, as tho case may be, by t he weigh- 
master or bis assistant, and shall produce to 
any purchaser on request, tho vrolgh-note or 
certificate of quantity contained in such load 
or hi ids.

34. All lirowood brought into the city nnd ex- 
posed ur offered for sale, or marketed, shall be 
sold by tllO cord, and such cord shall contain 
123 feut of wood, cubic measurement, measured 
from point to seal f. 

35. Tho Market Superintendent or his assist 
ants, if 11115-, may inspect and measureall lire 
wood brought into tho city for salo or to bo 
marketed. 

30, No firewood shall bo deceitfully or un 
fairly piled so as to appear of greater measure 
mcnt than if faMy, closely and compactly 
piled ; no crooked wood bhall bo packed or piled 
with cord wood, but tho Bamo shall bo packed 
or piled separately, the Markot Superintend- 
ent or his assistant making duo nllowunco for 
such crooked wood In Ms measurements, 
measuring wood, one-third to bo allowed oil' 
alio rosa piles. 

37. It shall be the duty o( the Market Super' 
intendent or his assistant, either upon request, 
or upon information given him, or of his own 
accord, lo inspect and examine any firewood 
publicly exposed for sale or sold within the 
city, nnd In case the said firewood shall bo 
found short of tho measure as before stated, or 
shall bo found not to bo closely or properly 
piled, the person or persons offering or expos- 
ing tho Bamo for pale shall bo doomed guilty of 
an infraction of this by law. 

MANUFACTURE AND SALE OK BREAD. 

3S. All household bread manufactured by 
any person in tho city for Bale, or offered for 
salo, or sold in tho city, shall bo of good and 
wholesome Hour or meal, nnd Bhall be of tho 
full woight of ono pound and two pounds res 
pcetlvely for tho small and largo loaves, and 
shall bu marked with llio number in 
dialling the weight of said loaves, 
and also with tho initial letters 
of tho baker or bakers thereof. The term 
"household bread" to imply all bread when 
two or more loaves are b ,kod in one pan. All | o( - by. [an- 
other kinds, namely, currant loaves and cream 
loaves, to bo termed "fancy bread." and not to 
come under the meaning of thia clause. 

39. The market superintendent, police ofllcor 
or any other person whom tho Council may by 
resolution appoint, snail beinspootor or inspec- 
tors of bread, nnd it. shall bo his or their duty, 
at all seasonable hours, nut loss than onco in 
e ieh month, to enter and examine each bake- 
shop or other building in the city where bread 
is bilked, deposited, or offorod for tale, and alto 
to st op and examine any vehicle carrying broad 
for salo in tho city, and, In tho pros onco of a 1 
least ono witness, to inspect, woigh and exam- 
ine all bread found I heroin, and if t Uo said in- 
spector or any one or more of tho said inspec- 
tors shall find any loaf or loaves of bread deli, 
cient In weight, or not conformable to the 
directions herein contained, or my part of them, 
he or they Bhall Immediately seize and confls' 
calo the same, nnd shall dispose of the Bamo 
under the directions of the Mayor or Chairman 
of tho commit too ; providod, always, that tho 
bread made over twelve hours, prior to inspec- 
tion and under twenty-four bonis, one-half 
ounce weight lo bo allowed for each ono pound 
loaf, or ono ounce for each two pound loaf; over 
twenty-four hours, iloiildo the oliowanco in 
each case, respectively.

lation or resolution, describe for such pur, use. 

10. All animals exposed for sale or market in

such purpose, so as to secure them from doing 
Injury lo any poison, or being injured by each 
other. 

17. No perron or persons selling or exposing 
rsalo on the said market any live stuck 
hatsoovor shall in any way tlltrcat or be 
guilty of cruelty towards the same, either by 
bait ing thorn unmercifully or keeping them 
lying on thu ground with their feet tied. 
IS. All persons offering or exposing for sale 
11 said cattle market any live stock shall be 
object to such market fees us the Council 
may from time to time, by resolution, set forth. 

GENERAL PROVISIONS. 
19. The Market Committee shall havo tho 
control of all tho olllcers of the city employed 
In or about tho publio market, and shall have 
the power to make any regulations as to tho 
markets or tho leseosor occupants of the same, 
as to the olllcers of tho city employed there, 
and as to nil persons alt ending or frequenting 
tho 3 une, subject to approval of tho City 
Council. 

53. Kvory porson frequenting the markets 
with articles of provision, fuel, farm or garden 
produce, of any kind, for sale, shall placo their 
wagon, or other vehicle, in Bueh order as tho 
Market Superintendent shall direct, and no 
porson ►hall bo allowed to havo any wagon, 
or other vehicle, In the markets, except in 
such places 113 may bo directed by tho said 
Superintendent; nor shall any butcher or other 
porson, place, or tie, or allow to be placed or 
tied upon any passugo, pathway or road in or 
surrounding nny markot, any calf, Bheop, 
swino, or any other animal. 

51. In enso any persons sell, or expose for 
sale, any goods, provisions, or other articles, 
contrniy lo nny of tho provisions 01' this by- 
law, the person so offending shall, afLer 
being warned by the Market Super- 
111101111011'', or other porson duly authorized 
Bhall bo summarily removed, together with his 
good3, provisions or other articles out of the 
public market or boundaries aforesaid, and 
every porson or persons hindering, obstructing 
or molesting Ibo said Superintendent, or other 
authorized person aforesaid In the performance 
of his duty, shall ho subject to the penalties of 
this by-law, and all butchers who resort to and 
uso the public market now, or hereafter lobe 
established within this city, for the purpose of 
carrj ing on their trade or calling, or selling 
disposing of articles in such markets, shall bo 
subject to tho provisions of this by-law. 

No person, in any of tho public market 
of the city, shall be guilty of any lewd, lascivi- 
ous or disorderly conduct, or make any loud or 
boisterous noises, or use nny profane or vulgar 
languago, or stand about without business and 
obstrucl the passage-ways of any market build- 
ings or places, or commit any nuisanco, or do 
any net that 13 calculated to lead to a breach of 
the peace, or which tends to disturb the good 
order and decorum thereof; nor shall any per- 
boh or persons in charge of wagons or other 
vehicles, or horses or cattle attached thereto, 
leave tho same or assemble together on the 
sidewalk, or wantoi ly snap their whips, or 
make a noise or annoy, or Insult persons pass- 
ing on the sidewalk or through the morket. 

53. No person shall resist, obstruct, molest, or 
Interfere with tho Market Supo intendent, or 
any other oillcer In charge of tho market, in 
thooxecution of his duty. 

51. All publio fairs, agricultural exhibitions, 
or pot stock exhibitions hold In this city shall 
bo exempt from the liability of any tolls or fees 
imposed by virtue of this by-law. and all lllvo 
Bt-iek or farm or garden produce, in transit lo 
or from such fair or exhibi ion, shall be exempt 
from the Imposition of all such tolls or fees.

03. No person shall falsify, or niter, the marks 
made upon his load or vehicle by tho Market 
Superintendent or his assistants (if any) or ef- 
face tho same until the contents of audi vehicle 
havo boon delivered. 

PENALTY. 

Any person or persons guilty of an infraction 
of any of the provisions of this by-law shall, 
upon conviction therefor, in addition to the 
penalties hereinbefore provided, forfeit and 
pay a penalty not oxccedlng the sum of fifty 
dollars and cos'ts and not less than two dollars 
and costs for each od'onco.

They 
thought something was wrong and gave 
chase, but the thiol was too fleet for them. 
They described him as a thick set, short 
man, with a sandy moustache, square face, 
slouch hat and pea jacket. Tha police are 
telegraphing everywhere to intercept him. 
It is probable he will cross the river to-night 
and then the boundary line.

WHAT HYPNOTISM CAN ACCOM- 
PLISH. 

The Power of Ono Will Over Another Amply 
Demonstrated Yesterday. 



The first hypnotic test in connection with 
a surgical operation, ever attempted in thin 
city, was made yesterday morning, null 
proved to be completely successful. During 
the hist two years the science nf hypnotism 
has mmlo " nn''prfnl strides, ai d » ureal 
many German scientists have gradually per- 
suaded the leading surgeons of Berlin to 
utilize the force in their most intricate oper- 
ations. But to a very great extent the ex- 
ponents of the mystic power have, as yet, 
confined their operations to European coun- 
tries, and very few have given exhibitions 
on this continent. 

Professor Hamilton, on arrival from Eng- 
land, has given a few entertainments in 
Victoria with more or less success, and, 
■while he has not gone beyond the ordinary 
style of popular experiment, has expressed 
himself capable of much higher flights, and 
desirous of combining with some medical 
man in a surgical operation, to show how- 
far his power extended. Dr. E. Hull was 
called on, yesterday morning, to perform the 
painful task of extracting several roots of a 
tooth from a patient's jaw, and Mr. Hamil- 
ton nskeil permission to be allowed 
to control the sufferer during the 
operation, guaranteeing to prevent his feel- 
ing any pain whatever, and stating that, 
though in complete possession of his senses, 
the sufferer would bo entirely ignorant of 
what whs being done to him. 

Several people were invited to witness the 
exhibition, and, when the patient hud been 
seated in the chair, the hypnotist at once 
exerted his power and soon had him under 
control. Then the doctor performed his 
operation, which, though difficult and neces- 
sitating a good deal of physical pain, was 
not felt in the slightest degree. When it 
hud been concluded Mr. Hamilton, before 
releasing his subject, made him go through 
innumerable actions and entirely Btthjugatsd 
his will power. The lengths to which the 
imagination can go when held in control by 
a stronger mind were exemplified to the 
ti' most and everybody was thoroughly 
pleased with the performance. At its con- 
lusion the patient declared that he had 
been entirely unconscious of anything that 
had passed, Mid ut first would not believe 
that more than a few seconds had elapsed 
since he sut down in the operating chair.

ANOTHER MOVE CHECKMATED. 

An Attempt to Regain Possession of Ah Ho 
Is Frustrated by clever Heatlwork. 

On Wednesday last, Ng Suey, one of the 
Chinawomen now on trial for procuring 
young girls for immoral purposes, applied, 
through her counsel, Mr. F G. Walker, to 
Mr. Justice Drake, for a rule nisi calling on 
Mr. J. E Gardiner to show cause why u 
writ of habeas ror/iit.i should not be issued on 
him to produce the body of the girl Ah Ho, 
now an inmate of the Refuge Home, and 
who she claims is her daughter. This action 
was taken by the parties with no knowledge 
that stops had already been taken by the 
Refuge Home authorities, acting under nd- 
vice, to have the child secured under their 
cure. Consequently, when those interested 
met in the Supreme Court, yesterday, and 
expected that the girl wus going to drop in- 
to their hands in such an easy manner, 
they were confronted with tho lact 
that, • three days before, guardian- 
ship papers had been taken out 
by Miss Leake, matron of the Refuge Home, 
who made the application for them to the 
Chief Justice. This fact of course quashed 
the habeas corpus proceedings, which were 
dismissed by Judge Drake, tho applicants 
having to pay the costs of the hearing. Tl 
two heads of the highbinder gang were again 
present during the proceedings, with u smile 
of confidence on their faces, and the hope, 
no doubt, that they were about to defeat 
the efforts of the Refuge Home. But they 
were doomed to disappointment. 

Ah Ho, who hud been informed of the 
action that was being taken by her enemies 
was seen by a Colonist reporter yesterday 
afternoon and asked what she would do if 
the Judge gave her the right to choose ono 
path or the other. 

"It isn't very likely," she answered, 
" that I would go buck again to misery and 
lilth when I am so well treated here. I have 
a large garden to play in, and all the gir 
here are great friends of mine already. .See, 
I am learning to knit," and tho little con- 
vert held up a shred of stocking, evidently 
immensely proud of her handiwork. 

The other girls in the Homo are seem- 
ingly proud of their new companion, and 
point with gratification to the manner in 
w hich she has fallen in with their ninde of 
life. All agree that she has " come to stay." 
She denies indignantly that the woman Ng 
Suey is her mother, and states positively 
that she purchased her for a life of shame.

NEWS FROM THE MINES. 

Intercstlnir Notes From Itock Creek, Bound- 
ary Creek, and Okanagao. 

Mr. A, V. Stronach reached Victoria, 
yesterday, from Rock Creek, full of enthu- 
siasm for the prospects of the district, and 
burdened with several samples of ore, all of 
which he insists aro good things. They 
come from claims located by himself, and 
from external appearance, are really as good 
as he claims them to be. 

At Rock Creek everybody is grumbling 
about the inefficient mail service, which is 
limited to ono mail per month. As Mr. 
Stronach vigorously points out, the increase 
of population in that region, ami the great 
additional capital that has come in during 
the last year should bo suflieient evidence 
that the authorities might grant a fort- 
nightly service. There are over fifteen 
claims at the creek that have been made 
Crown grants, and twenty-two other loca- 
tions. Of these the Carbonates, Snowden, 
Highland Chief, and Fraction, are the most 
prominent. On the former, 8.'! feet of bor- 
ing has been done, the hole going through 
iron pyrates richly impregnated with gold. 
The assays of this ore show a result of 
8 100 to the ton. The Snowden claim is 
looking spiendid, and, indeed, on all a good 
deal of work seems to have been 
dono with good returns. 

At Boundary Creek there have been over 
00 silver locations during the. present 
season. Among the brightest looking of 
these are White's, Hatter's, Attwood's 
Schulfield's, Le Fevre's and Douglas'. The 
assays show from $200 to $700 to the ton, 
and the ore is of an antiiuonial quality, and 
in some parls extremely rich. 

The Faii view gold camp in [Okanugan has 
been particularly busy. Since last spring 
45 new locations have been taken up, and 
everybody appears to have done well. 
The Brown Bear and Winnie M. 
claims have been bonded to a 
Salt Lake company for a very high figure. 
On the Rustler claim they are busily 
engaged in erecting a saw mill and quartz 
crusher. The ore is very free for milling, 
nnd the prospects all around are magnificent. 
The average quality runs very high. 

Captain Shuts brought down from Okan- 
ogan Luke, lust week, through Vernon, 
one hundred sacks, fifteen tons, of ore for 
sliipineut to Tacoma. It is of very fine 
ij utility. 

The weather at Rock Creek and in the 
surrounding district bus been mild, with 
very little snow, Mr. Stronach leaves hero 
for Ot tawa in a few weeks.
